Tir: writer of an articla in L’Avenir du 
Tonkin is nt gicaé pains to show that the 
opening of the West River is and can be of 
very limited advantage to British trade. 
IIo does not scem to recognise that the 
West River is not opened to British trade 
exclusively ; that the waterway is open to 
all, whether French, Russian, Dutch, Ger- 
man, English, Japanese or any other 
nationality ;and that, as a matter of fact, 
the Gormans and the Japancse are prepar- 
ing ta take the very fulloat advantage of 
tho now trade roates thrown open by Bri- 
tish diplomacy, No- one has ever pre- 
tended that the West River could competo 
with the Red River, except ins compara- 
tive degree, with any hope of success, for 
the internal trado of tho South-wostern 
Provinces, but so long as attificial barriors 
are raised to foreign trade by French 


officinis it is well for the Chinese, and bet- 
tor for British and other foreign merchants, 
to have an alternative routo from tho ea 
to Yunnan, Kwangsi and Kweichow. This 
perforvid Frenchman, assuming antagonism 
where nono need exist since all tho forcign 
powers are knocking at. the door of Ohina 
and seeking admittance for foreign manu- 
factures, rejoices that the opening of the 
West River is nob to prove*disastrous to 
the Tonkin route, and calls upon his com- 
patriots to consider, with him, how best to 
minimise ‘English transit’ by this new 
route and to paralyse” British trade in this 
region. Tho suggestion is worthy of 
the crazy-obullition ofa French Anglopliope. 
‘This particular writer seems to be more con- 
cerned for political and terntorial advantages 
than for the permanent amelioration of the 
condition of the wretched mandarin-ridden 
people of China coincident with the intro- 
duction of beneficent civilising influences 
and the commorcial: regeneration of the re~ 
bellion-devastated Western Provinces of 
China. A section of the French would ap- 


esr to have made, up their’ minds that 
Frongkong aud "British merchants muat be 


frustrated in their attompts to participate’ 
in the trade of Western China. There is 
no mistaking the hostility of our noigh- 
boars. It is a declaration of guerre d mort, 
Tt'is well that our friends should be ex- 
plicit. Better on honest enemy thay 
false friend. But is it necessary that there 


should bo an cnmity over ‘a matter of the 
kind? Is it impossible to have fair rivalry 
without acrimony and ‘positive hostility 7 
Is it even desirable that Paul de Varcilles 
orany other journalistic firebrand should 
be allowed to enbitter tho friondly relations 
that ought to characterise the representa- 
tives of forcign trado in China ata critical 
period of forcign intercourse’ with this vast 
unoxploited country? Woe think not. Tk 
is inevitable thet a certain amount of 
watchfulness should be exercised by Hong: 
kong upon Tonkin and the forward policy 
of the French Government on the Wes- 
tern frontier of China, But unless tho 
French display actual hostility and endea- 
vour by unfair mcang to oxcludo . British 
merchants from the future commercial 
bonefits of this region, there need be no bit- 
terness of feeling. British merchants have 
nothing to fear from Fronch commercial 
enterprises: in China. The competition 
comes from other directions, and only in 60 
far as obstacles are placed in the way of

corned with French aggression. If we-were 
gure that thero would be no interference 
with foreign trade, no one taking an inter-. 
estin the subject would object to French an-

THE GREATEST. FINANCIAL 
POWER OF THE ORIENT. 

‘Sir Edward Sassvon, who has just become 
through purchase the possessor of that “ex- 
tracrdinary mansion in Park Lane, Londen, 
Enown.es Barnito’s Folly,’ und which was 
built by the late Barney Barnato, but never 
occupied by him, is tha head of the Eroateat. 
banking business of the Orient, of a firm 
which in point Of wealth, inftuenca and 
financial prestige occupics throughout 
Asis and Mobametan Africa much the 
sano. position as that enjoyed in Eu- 
royw by the house of Rothschild. In- 
Geed, these two yreat financial dynas- 
ties may Le said to go hand in hand, 
siuco Sir Edward Sasseun ig married 
to the daughier of Baron Gustave Roths- 
child, one of the heads of the Paris branch 
of the Rothschild hank, -Sir Edward, who 
is aman about 40 yoars of age, whon array- 
ed in his tri uniform asa captain of the 
Middlesex Yeomanry, or when attired in 
the scarlet and — gold-laced coat of a 
deputy licutenant of tho aristocratic County 
of. Sussex, presents a striking contrast to 
his father, Sir Albert, vl died a few 
months ago at Brighton. For, whereas 


Sir Edward would scem -entirely out of 
placo at the headquarters of the firm at 


Bombay, Sir Albert, on tho contrary, could 
be pictured there as entirely in keeping 
with his Asiatic surroundings, thuse of a 
native banker in an Oriental bazaar. 
Originally tha headquarters of the Sas- 
suon firm waa at Bagdud, the Sassoons 
being Mesopotamian Jews. But in the 
early part of the present century they 
moved their chief establishment to Bom. 
bay, where the late Sir Albert, who in 
early life bore tho namo of Abdallah, 
huide his home in an absolutely fairy-liko 
palace of the namo of ‘Sans-Souci,’ 
until he migrated tu Hnglanit on the in- 
vitution of tho Prineo of Wales in the 
carly part of the seventies. 
The house, of Sassoon has, been in ox- 
te t-nigh 20). years, and it 
_ fact that in’ spite of tho 
wars, of the revolutions and of tho al- 
most continuous strify that haa boen 
raging around its former headquarters 
at Bagdad, and around so many of its 
branch houses, no attempt should havo 
ever been inade in China, Central Asia, 
Persia, India, Arabia and Northern and 
Ceutral Africa, or even in Turkey, to 
coniivcate its vast wealth or to loot any 
of its treasure, The fact is that na Asiatic 
prince, no Chinese mandarin, no Arab nor 
African chief would ever dream of doing 
anything to offend tho Sasgoons, knowing 
by experience that the latter never forget 


an injury, that they form part of a class | Li 


that never forgives an outrage on 
one of its members, and that to bo 
boycotted by the financiers ‘when there are 
troops to pny, fircarnis and ammunition to 
be obtained, whims to be carried out and 
harcms to bo kept contented and in 
luxury, is, to say the least, inconve. 
nient. The consequence is that in the 
dangerous passesj of Afghanistan, in 
the provinces of Chinn where white: men 
are the most abhorred, in the most fanatic 
of the Khanates, in the wills of Arabia, 
even among all the savage desert tribes, 
which infest the northern and euntral por 
tions of A! 


emperor of 
Ismpress of 


Most of the money lent by the Sas- 
soorts—aud it is their’ money that fin. 
ances almost the entire native trade of 
Asia and Northorn Africa—is lent. on 
personal security, often in aston- 
ishingly large amounts, and is repaid as a 
tule, not in money, but in’ gouds, so that 
the Sassvons in reality roap a double return 
on their adyaneca, namely, the interest in 
the moncy, and tho pratit, often very great, 
upon the sale of the goods, 

And though nothing but personal security 
is ever asked by the Sassouns ‘of theso 
native borcowers from overy part of the 
Asiatic and African world, yet the losses of 
the house are fow und far between, infinite- 
ly less, indeed, than those of any Evropean 
or American bunk, the traders kuowing 
that ‘ to-fail the Sassouns would be to lose 
the very possibility of over trading ayiin, 
They are honest in the payment of their 
debts not from any question of high moral 
principle, but merely by reason of policy, 

This explanation may give some faint idea 
of tha extuint of the vast power andinfluenca 

which is quistly, nevertheluss surely, wield- 
ed by the Sassaons, and when one remem- 
bers that this influonce had ever been -at 
the disposal of tho British Governmont, 
which possesses such huge interests in Asia 
and in Africa, it is only surprising that 
instead of contenting herself with .rewRrd. 
ing the services of old Abdaltah Sassoon 
with & mere baronstey, the ‘Queen should 
not have conferred upon him a paerago. 

Sir Edward Sassoon, has an uncle who 
is infinitely. better known in London 
society than himself, namely, Reuben 
Sassoon, who invariably accompanies the 
Princes of Wales each summer to Hom. 
burg, acting os master of Tovels, as 
purveyor of amusements and organizor 
of- entertainments: to Englani@’a: future 
King. He is married to a romarke 
ably beautiful and clever woman, for- 
morly a Miss Perugia, sister of the o ually 
lovely Mrs Leopuld Rothschild. The Pora: 
gins are regarded by the Hvbrewa through- 
out the world as constituting the very cream 
of the aristocracy of their ancient race. 

Ta conclusion, it may be stated that the 

jassoons, whose generosity in connection 
with all philonthropio institutions and en- 
terprisés has been as lavish in England as 
it-haa been in India, controlled for moro 
than one hundred years the entire opium 
trade of the Orient. Possibly they do still. 
Indeed, it would be difficult to find either 
in Asia or Africa any great commercial or 
industrial undertaking in which the Sas.
